Town council combines reserve accounts

The Town of Didsbury has recently made 
changes to its numerous reserve accounts 
put aside for a variety of projects. 

Town council approved amalgamating 
some smaller accounts into larger ones 
during the meeting on .Ian. 22. 

Chief Financial Officer Nita Bartholow 
explained the reason for the amalgama¬ 
tions. 

“I’ve been here for about six months and 
even the staff that have been here much 
longer are not sure where some of (the 
accounts) originated, or what the purpose 
of them are," said Bartholow. 

In most cases, these reserve funds are 
set up for use when certain things in town 
need repairs or replacement, as well as 
special projects, she noted. 

“There was two of (the accounts that 
were amalgamated into other funds) that 


were specified for projects and the proj¬ 
ects were done, the funds were just never 
moved back into operations," she said. 

“So instead of moving them back into 
operations and then having me 
reserve them under another name, we’ll 
just leave them when* they are and amalga¬ 
mate them under something," she 
explained. 

In total, the town has about $1,345,126 in 
reserves, comprised of 14 reserves after 
the amalgamation, according to 
Bartholow. 

Tlte public reserve account has $51,746 
and the reserve for a new fire hall has 

$99,506. 

Vehicle and equipment replacement 
accounts were combined with industrial 
subdivision, for a total of $24,543. 

The water and well monitor accounts 
were combined for a total of $314,839. 

Off-site levies for water reserves stayed 
untouched at $92,822 and off-site water 


distribution levies were also left alone, 
with $49,465 in reserve. 

Wastewater and the account for the 
lower cell lagoon were combined for a 
total of $309,630, under a new wastewater 
account. 

Wastewater treatment off-site levies and 
wastewater collection off-site levies sit at 
$223,326 and $10,837, respectively in 
reserves. 

The cemetery land replacement account 
was renamed the cemetery account, with a 
resolve of $13,717. 

There is $4,528 in the train station main¬ 
tenance account, $17,941 in the Centennial 
Trail account and $392 in the skateboard 
park reserve. 

Lastly, the arena reserve, recreation 
maintenance, curling rink, curling rink 
floor replacement, and 5-0 Club 
parking lot reserves were all combined 
into the recreation facilities reserve, for a 
total of $98,062.

The Didsbury Out of 
School Care Association 
(DOSCA) program has 
been working diligently for 
the past two years to 
achieve accreditation with 
the province of Alberta, 
according to officials. 

Their efforts were not in 
vain, as the organization 
was recently given accredi¬ 
tation status, which means 
a couple of things, explains 
Tammy Ackerman, adop¬ 
tive facilitator for DOSCA. 

“There were a couple rea¬ 
sons (we wanted accredita¬ 
tion)," said Ackerman. 

“One, is it allows us to 
have additional funding to 
help with staff, and then 
the other one is that with 
accreditation status stan¬ 


dards, you are well-known 
for your high-quality child¬ 
care." 

This voluntary process 
for early learning and care 
programs in Alberta meas¬ 
ures the quality of care 
being provided in an apply¬ 
ing program against a rigor¬ 
ous set of standards and 
criteria, according to a 
press release from the 
town. 

Ackerman said to qualify 
for accreditation, staff had 
to meet a number of 
requirements. 

“We had to create differ¬ 
ent policies," said 
Ackerman. 

“We had to create five dif¬ 
ferent portfolios for each 
one of the standards, we 
had to have families inter¬ 
viewed, and we also had to 
have staff interviewed 


through the accreditation 
process." 

Staff also attended a vari¬ 
ety of training courses in 
order to ensure they were 
properly certified, she 
noted. 

“It was a very long 
process to get here. We 
worked very hard and we 
are very happy and satis¬ 
fied with the results and we 
are excited to keep moving 
forward,” she added. 

The DOSCA program - 
ran as a cost-recovery pro¬ 
gram by the Town of 
Didsbury - operates on 
school days at the Ross 
Ford Elementary School 
and offers out-of-school 
programming at the 
Didsbury Memorial 

Complex during school 
breaks and throughout the 
summer, according to offi- 


The DOSCA program is 
currently licensed for 48 
children and offers a safe, 
engaging and fun environ¬ 
ment for participants 
before and after school.

While the majority Canadians continue to oppose 
increased private health-care delivery in their respec¬ 
tive provinces, Albertans are now almost equally split 
on the issue, according to a new national survey. 

The findings point to protracted and divisive political 
battles on the Alberta health-care front in the months to 
come. Whether patients in West Central Alberta will be 
caught up in the melee remains anyone’s guess. 

What is certain is that the Redford government must 
now know that it will be treading on dangerous ground 
if it moves towards or away from 
more private health-care delivery 
in this province. Whichever way 
they move, if they move, the 
Tories will face opponents ready 
and willing to fight.

We’re not as rich as we think

can quickly shift into larger fiscal 
deficits. Moreover, current transporta¬ 
tion bottlenecks are proving costly for 
the provincial treasury - Alberta’s pro¬ 
ducers are taking heavy price dis¬ 
counts on oil and bitumen production 
and the problem will not be resolved 
quickly. 

With this reality as a backdrop, 
Alberta's approach to fiscal policy 
needs a fresh re-think. Public finances 
are heavily exposed to global com¬ 
modity prices and can exacerbate the 
boom/bust cycle. Not having a provin¬ 
cial consumption or sales tax is highly 
popular and has been groat politics, 
but it denies the provincial govern¬ 
ment a steady and stable source of 
revenue through the business cycle. It 
also feeds the* illusion of Albertans 
being richer than they really are - and 
governments are de facto pressured 
to use royalty earnings from non¬ 
renewal energy and other resources 
to pay for current government spend¬ 
ing on health care, education and 
other highly-valued public services. 
This builds the illusion that Albertans 
can get something they value (hospi¬ 
tals, schools and public infrastruc¬ 
ture) without having to pay the full 
price. Low rates of taxation on per¬ 
sonal ;uid corporate income, while 
popular, add to the wealth illusion and 
increase the pressure to find revenues 
from other sources. 

What’s the right solution? Alberta’s 
policies iuid practices should be re¬ 
designed to strengthen the fiscal base 
and dampen the impact of external 
market forces. Specifically, within a 
plan to maintain a balanced budget 
over time, the province should be 
banking a growing portion of its 


expanding energy royalties (like 
Norway), rather than spending them 
today. This means expanding the tax 
base and specifically taxing current 
consumption to pay for current gov¬ 
ernment services. It means a more 
measured expansion in public servic¬ 
es, recognizing that Alberta can prob¬ 
ably still grow spending on health and 
education faster than almost anyone 
else in the industrial world. And it 
means steady growth in private 
investment, while being careful to 
avoid excessive exuberance through 
regular dialogue among the key play¬ 
ers. 

This kind of advice was offered two 
years ago by David Emerson and his 
fellow commissioners in their report 
Shaping Alberta’s Future. The advice 
was solid and correct - even if it was 
generally ignored. It remains the right 
fiscal advice today 

Moreover, Alberta (and Canada) Ls 
facing the truyor structural challenge 
of an aging population and workforce, 
which is making it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult for Alberta-based firms to find the 
talent they need to sustain their 
planned business path. The days of 
very tight labour markets and rapidly 
rising wages in Allrerta, as experi¬ 
enced in 2005-07, have returned. 

The time has come for AHrerta to 
modernize its tax revenue base and 
chart a more sustainable economic 
path. The current renewed fiscal pres¬ 
sures reinforce the need to re-think 
Alberta's approach to fiscal policy.

During the past two 
months the Town of 
Didsbury has been in the 
midst of a computer sys¬ 
tem software upgrade. This 
upgrade has taken staff 
members many hours to 
ensure that the information 
that transferred from one 
operating system to the 
other was done so correct¬ 
ly and efficiently, to reduce 
the disruption to both town 
operations and our servic¬ 
es to residents. 

Our utility bills for 


January 2013 were not out 
as soon as we would have 
liked them to be, but we 
did anticipate that and 
were able to warn resi¬ 
dents in December that 
this would happen. 
Unfortunately there are 
always a few bumps in the 
road that cause problems 
for a few and for that we 
apologize. 

We ask that if there is an 
issue with your bill, please 
contact the Town of 
Didsbury office so we 


can rectify it as soon as 
possible. 

One of the areas of con¬ 
cern that the town has had 
for some time is regarding 
utility bills for properties 
that are rented out on a 
regular basis. 

The town’s policy is if the 
cost of utilities is not 
included in the monthly 
rental charge, then the 
town requires the renter to 
fill out an application and 
leave a deposit. 
Unfortunately the issue 
arises when a renter

“We want all our mem¬ 
bers - no matter where 
they are - to have the same 
focuses with their proac¬ 
tive time," he said. 

“It really is where the 
RCMP is looking at tailor¬ 
ing our service to what the 
communities need." 

He added that if the 
detachment does get a call 
that is not related to the 
priority list, members will 
not ignore it. The priority 
list is simply a tool that 
police can use to focus 
themselves when they are 
on proactive duty shifts. 

In the APP report pre¬ 
sented to council, written 
by Jacobson, he outlined 
the priorities of the town 
and the progress his 
detachment has made in 
each priority. 

The priorities set out by 
officials in the jurisdiction 
of the Didsbury RCMP 
included community visi¬ 
bility, drugs, property 
crimes, traffic violations 
and domestic crimes. 

The RCMP are on track 
to complete their goal of 
400 combined school 
patrols, school visits and 
foot patrols, as well as the 
goal of completing 250 
patrols to Cremona to 
proactively detect and 
deter crime, wrote 
Jacobson. 

The police have held 
four community presenta¬ 
tions related to drug use 
and abuse awareness, he 
added. 

The report states that 


two of these presentations 
were focused on parental 
recognition and awareness 
of drug use in youths and 
another presentation by 
Sgt. Donna Hanson from 
the Calgary RCMP drug 
section provided public 
information on how to rec¬ 
ognize and report grow- 
ops and traffickers in the 
community. 

The new Carstairs con¬ 
stable has also completed 
a presentation at one 
school and is currently 
lined up to complete a 
Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (D.A.R.E.) 
course with Grade 6 stu¬ 
dents in Carstairs, he 
wrote. 

The priority on reducing 
property crime is focused 
on the goal of doing a com¬ 
bined total of 350 evening 
bar walks and evening per¬ 
sons checks, while contin¬ 
uing to provide informa¬ 
tion to the public on ways 
to prevent property-relat¬ 
ed victimization, he wrote, 
adding that, to date, 303 of 
these have been complet¬ 
ed already. 

The traffic priority has 
been lacking somewhat, 
due to detachment short¬ 
ages, but RCMP have still 
worked with Community 
Peace Officers (CPOs) in 
joint force operations, for 
a total of six, where the 
goal is to reach 12 by 
year’s end in April, he 
noted. 

“Resource shortages 
have continued to impact 
the detachment’s availabil¬ 
ity to break a member free 
from usual duties to focus 
specifically on this initia¬ 
tive,” Jacobson wrote. 

He added that the impor¬ 
tance of these operations 
is recognized and that 
efforts will be made by the 
Didsbury detachment to 
arrange additional joint 
force operations in the last 
three months left to com¬ 
plete the APP. 

There have been 361 
traffic tickets or written 
warnings specific to 
speed, seatbelts and inter¬ 
sections issued over the 
first three quarters, and 
Jacobson added that he 
believes the detachment 
can reach its goal of 500 by 
April. 

“It is noted that the 
enhanced position mem¬ 
ber in Carstairs has con¬ 
siderably more time to 
spend on proactive traffic 
(enforcement) than our

DHS graduate testing games for living

Miranda Leeson has been working as a game tester for 
nearly three years with Other Ocean Interactive in 
Newfoundland, but explains that it’s not all fun and 
games, despite the fact that she plays games for a living. 

“It can be tedious, but repetition gets results, that’s 
every job,” says the Didsbury High School graduate, refer¬ 
ring to the process of finding bugs and glitches in the 
games. 

“It’s not like that movie Grandma's Boy, where you’re 
sitting around playing video games all day. It’s not like 
that,” she says. 

On an average day, Leeson explains that she spends 
either five or eight hours on one or two particular games, 
depending on the work that needs to be done, and per¬ 
forms what is called destructive testing. 

“Basically, it’s going through a game and doing strictly 
the opposite of what any player would do. Like, say, 
crashing into walls, jumping and falling down pits and 
making sure you don’t randomly appear in different 
areas.”

Recreational drug kills inmsfail teen

Innisfail RUMP are issuing a warn¬ 
ing to recreational drug users to stay 
away from a new powerful pill sub¬ 
stance circulating in the region that 
claimed the life of a local teenager on 
Jan. 20. 

RCMP Cpl. A.J. Mand said a 19- 


year-old male died at home after tak¬ 
ing a pill, described as a mixture of 
fentanyl and OxyContin, that was 
inscribed with the initials CND. He 
said it is not known at this time how 
many of the pills the deceased con¬ 
sumed. However, he said the sub¬ 
stance was not manufactured by an 
accredited pharmaceutical company. 

“Young people have to be aware of 


what they are purchasing. You never 
know the mixture you might be get¬ 
ting,” said Mand, who said earlier this 
month there are drug problems with 
the young in town. “Losing a life at 
such a young age is tragic-. It not only 
affects the community but also the 
family and anyone associated with 
the deceased.” 



players may experience in the* game, she says. 

Once bugs are found, she fills in a report as to how she 
found them, and gives the report to the programmers. 

“Half the time when (the programmers) come into our 
side of the office, they ask us where we found the issue 
and they start talking in their programmer speak, it’s like 
‘English please!’ I can’t understand half of what they say," 
she laughs. 

“You don’t necessarily have to have a certain quota (of 
bugs) per day, we just have to have at least some bugs - 
you can’t just keep going with zero per day, otherwise* that 
would look bad on your history with the company.” 

Many people don’t know that testers 
need an education, she says. 

“A lot of people think you don't need an 
education for this - you just go in and play 
games and you’re done. 

“You have to find bugs for your quota, 
you have to write up your documents per¬ 
taining to that data, you have to describe 
how you discovered the bug and how 
you’re able to reproduce it, and how many 
times you can reproduce it,” she explains. 

One interesting bug she found was when 
she was playing South Park: Tenorman’s 
Revenge for Xbox. 

“With the Xbox controller, I pushed the 
left and right trigger, I held the B and A but¬ 
tons, and pressed the left analog stick 
upwards all at once, and I ended up making 
the elevator go right above the screen,” she 
says. 

“It just moved off, killed the characters 
and completely froze the game. It was 
great, just completely random too. You just 
have to mash buttons and make sure you’re 
getting all the bugs. You have to use your 
imagination when it comes to that.” 

Leeson found the job while she was 
attending Mount Royal University and says 
she decided to apply for an office adminis¬ 
tration role, which she obtained a degree in 
from the University of Alberta. 

“I didn’t hear back from them for about 
six months and then I got a call for an inter¬ 
view,” she explains. 

During the interview, she was asked all 
the usual questions, as well as what bugs 
she’s discovered in her gaming history. Miranda Leeson 


“As long as you don’t use World of Warcraft examples, 
then you’re golden. Those games are filled with bugs,” she 
jokes. 

She was told that there weren’t any administration 
roles, but there were available jobs in quality assurance. 
Leeson now works on the east coast in a diverse office 
with staff from across the world, which she says she 
epjoys. 

“It’s pretty nice. It’s actually nice to not have an office 
that’s very clique-based. Everyone talks to each other. 
They’re not just in their own little sec tions - we’re pretty 
much all friends and family."
